Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 29.— 
The Firesione rubber concession 
in Liberia was defended by Dr. 
Thomas Jesse Jones, educational 
director of the Phelps-Sitokes 


Fund and chairman of the Amer- 

ican Advisory Committee on Edu- 
cation in Liberia, at the Institute 
of Politics yesterday, and asserted 

that there was “practically no 
cause for apprehension” as to the 
exploitation of the natives. 

He sought to show that the Fire- 
stone plan was based upon an en- 
lightened policy which will guaran- 
tee the welfare and independence 
of the natives. He said that, despite |

ELPING oneself to a coupie of apples, an ear of corn 
or a few potatoes from orchard or field probably seems 

to most motorists as a matter so small as to be unworthy of 
comment. Yet the farmers of New York state alone, during 
the 1927 touring season, lost more than a million dollars’ 
worth of produce in this manner of petty and usually 
thoughtless pilfering. In fact, so serious has grown this 
thoughtless stealing by motorists driving through the rural 
sections. that the New York State Automobile Association 
has: joined the State Farm Bureau Federation and the state 
police in an effort to reduce what is cumulatively a serious 
Joss to the farmers of the state. 

Probably the basic trouble in this pilfering mania that 
seems to have seized otherwise entirely honest citizens is 
the extreme pettiness of the individual levy on the farmer’s 
stock. The motorist picks a few apples to eat as he rolls! 
along and subconsciously thinks that the farmer never will | 
even miss them. He doesn’t miss the individual taking, but 
with literally millions of cars on the roads every Sunday and | 
every Saturday his orchard can easily be stripped or his 
field lose bushels of potential produce by the cumulative} 
pilfering of many. 

Automobile clubs everywhere will do well to get 
behind the campaign to stop this thoughtless but serious 
appropriation of products that mean only a_ passing 
moment’s enjoyment to the motorist but which mean a 
living gained or lost to the farmer.

Akron, O., Aug. 29.—The Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Company 
announces the addition of the 
dump truck pneumatic tire to its 
pneumatic tire line and a new 40 
by 14 inch super-heavy duty cush- 
ion tire to its solid tire line. 

The new dump truck tire is de- 
signed especially to resist sidewall 
gouging and scuffing frequently en- 
countered in road construction work.

ASHINGTON, Aug. 29. 

—American tire manu- 
facturers are making steady 
headway in the Spanish mar- 
ket, due to more aggressive 
merchandising, the apprecia- 
tion of Spanish money, and 
rising prices of tires from 
France. 

Michelin, which formerly domi- 
nated the Spanish market, has lost 
ground steadily and its proportion 
of business has dropped from 175 
to 45 per cent., according to a re- 
port received today by the rubber 
division of the Department of 
Commerce. 


Imports of American casings last 
year amounted to 99,314, valued at 
$1,282,889, as compared with 38,616, 
valued at $676,396, in the previous 
years. Inner tubes and solid tires 
increased proportionately, the figures 
show. 

France, however, leads in all 
classes in shipments of tires to 
+ with the United States sec- 
ond. 

“The gain in American tire exports 
to Spain,” the report says, “has 
been due to two principal causes, 
the increased demand following the 
much larger number of motor ve- 
hicles in use, the more favorable 
competitive position of American 
manufacturers owing to._—itheir 
strengthened local organizations and 
favorable exchange positions.” 

The report explains that fabric 
tires have almost disappeared from 
the market and that importation of 
as compared with high 
| pressure casings is rapidly changing 
| in favor of the former. 
| Since nearly 70 per cent. of the 
| cars in use in Spain are estimated to 
| be of American manufacture, it ts 
evident that American straight side 
balloon casings of standard.dimen- 
sions are readily salable, the réport 
points out. 

“A new company entering this 
market,” the report continues, 
“would have to bear in mind that 
a number of the leading tire manu- 
facturers of the world, both Amer- 
ican and foreign, are firmly in- 
trenched, with sales organizations 
thoroughly familiar with condi- 
tions. 

“The Michelin tire. while having 
lost ground, nevertheless is still a 
strong factor in the situation, as it 
s¢lls for more than any other make 
and is in a position to dictate prices 
should it desire to do so. 

“Some American concerns are 
understood to have made arrange- 
ments and also to have made liberal 
appropriations for advertising cam- 
paigns to be carried on by their 
agents.”
